Big Game Preserve Is Selected In 


Mountains on Border of Fayette Co. 


Tbo slopes of tbo Laurel rldco, on 


the border ot Fayotto county, onco 
the haunts of door and turkoy, will 
ugr.ln become (lie nioccn ot tho sports- 
nmn, 1C tho plans or tho Pcnnjslvaniii 
Stnto Gnmo Commission are carried 
out. In tho heart of tho 9,000 ncros 
got naldo tno yearn ago for n forest 
reserve In Westmoreland nnd Somer- 
not counties, It IB proposed to place a 
game preserve of 3,000 acres. 


This rosorvo will bo particularly 


attractive to Plltsburghcrs, who have 
been paying such a largo proportion of 
tho State's taxcn nnd lighting so hurt! 
for tho prcsenatlon ot Us wild life, 
without any return, not only because 
It la located In ono of the most beau- 
tltul endlong ot tho Stnto, but bccnuso 
It U possible for u I'lttsburg sports- 
man or nature lover to roach tho honrt 
of It by a Journoy of a little over two 
hourH by r.ill: In/fact It can bo reach- 
ed, n few hours spent In U, and a re- 
turn mnclo on tho same day.

week by Gumo Commissioner John M. 
ruUHl'8 wnd Thomas Liggett. The lat- 
ter nlso Is Interested In the establish- 
ing of tho first gaino preserve ttosLof 
tho Allegheny mountains. An Ideal lo- 
cation for tho protection ot deer and 
turkoy wan found. 


Tho PlttsburKors nero shown over 


the entire forest roscno by Forester 
J. n. S. Williams, who declares that 
tho entire population surrounding tho 
reserve will Join In aiding in tho es- 
tablishing of n game preserve nnd In 
tbo protection of tho game within Its 
limits. Tho game sanctuary Is sur- 
rounded on all sides by a wide bolt ot 
St.ito land. The Laurel ridge, or Laur- 
el mountain, an it Is bettor known to 
natl\cs, was formerly n sportsman's 
parnillsc. Twenty years nso dcor hunt- 
ers pcncl rating its wilds brought back 
their %cnlson and tho wild turkoy call- 
ed from knob to knob. 


With tho cutting ot tho timber nil 


disappeared, and although the sports- 
men of the eastern end ot tho State 
were ablo to secure preserves for tho 
propagation of tho deer a few sears 
ago and turkeys also arc being pro- 
pagated In counties cast of the moun- 
tains, it was not until tho forestry de- 
partment cnmo across tho mountains 
and bought 9,000,000 ncrcs l>lng on 
tho rldgo between Llgonicr and Som- 
erset, that any 'opportunity offered It- 
self for the rehabilitating of the big 
gamo of tho Laurel ridge 


The Somerset-Westmoreland reserve 


while not comparing In arcn with tho 
forest ri'iorvcK bought by the State In 
the eastern end ot tho State, Is a land 
of ni.ignlllccnt soi-aery, of clear run- 
ning trout streams, 
stately 
moun- 


tains, nnd di-ep sheltered ravines and 
hollows. 
Tho succulent 
sasufrau 


shoots, tho bcrrlci, tho sutrdy >oung 
second growth of timber and tho nat- 
ural meadows that are found there 
mnko It niturully u game country. 


Tho sportsmen of Western Penn- 


sylvania, who hnvo so 'ing backed 
tho lights In tho legislni re for the 
restoration of natural shelter and the 
enactment of proper laws to protect 
tho nntlvc wild ganio will reap their 
reward, If tho Gamo Commission for- 
mally approves the 
finding of Jlr. 


Phillips on tho Somcrsot-W«stmoro 
land tract, for It will be stocked with 
deer nnd turkey, that will bo rigidly 
protected mtl allowed to Increase un- 
til finally they spread off tho game 
preserve Into the surrounding forest 
reserve and from there to tho wood- 
ed ridges :ind knolls on all sides. 


It is probable that a herd of at least 


30 doer may be placed In the preserve 
next yfar, that scores of turke>s will 
bo released to breed in nature's wa>, 
while wild turkey eggs will be brought 
from afar to be hatched under tho su- 
pervision of a gamekeeper's faithful 
old chlckans and then turned loose to 
add to the feathered population. 


Thoro will also bo absolute protec- 


tion for tho squirrel, tho rabbit, tho 
grouse and tho quail, in a for tho 
thousands of native song and Insec- 
tivorous birds, and, as they havo east 
of tho mountains, they will Increase In 
this sanctuary and gradually overflow 
to tho surrounding state forest land, 
where tho haunter Is nt liberty 
to 


shoot and private owners cannot or- 
der him off. 


Among the 100,000 sportsmen In tho 


western end of tho Statu tho establish- 
ment of tho gmno preserve will bo 
welcomed. If It conies, as tho llrst 
and tho most Important thing that 
could bo dono to romcd> tho havoc 
wrought by tho lumberman, the poach- 
er, tho 
eternally-shooting 
forclgnoi 


and tho pot-liunlor. who hnvo swept 
tho magnificent mountain ridges bare 
of game, with the exception of a tow 
grouse, Kqiilriel and email. 


It Is tho plan of tho commission to 


provide food as well 113 shelter foi 
tht> game, although theru Is au plenti- 
ful n supply of imtiual food us could 
bo found In nn> section of tho State. 
However, the itnmo propagation ex- 
perts have ouiul that dcor, turkey nnd 
grouse will got through the hard win- 
ters better Is tonic- food la provided 
for them. 


Tho forest reserve area Includes 


nemo abandoned Holds, cultivated by 
tho mountain farmers years ngo, bo- 
fore land and limber were brought by 
the lumber companies. These will bo 
plowed up nnd sown in buckwheat, 
wheat and other gain that will thrive 
In tho mountain soil nnd the grain will 
bo left Htnndlng to furnish n reset vo 
tood supply during 
tho 
street 
o£ 


weather. 


Tho gamo keeper, who will be plac- 


ed In charge, will run a single wlro 
around tho preserve and this will bo 
patrolled. Iluntors will bo free 
to 


shoot nny gamo th.it strays otitsldo 
of this wire, but no ono will bo allow- 
ed Insldo tho wire with nny firearm, 
except tho gumeltcoper, who will he 
constantly ou tho lookout for'i'oxca 


and other natural onomlcs

An- 
other Important agent Is the acid cell 
pnp, which eludes on to nnd dissolves 
to nonio extent tho rock or hard soil. 
This may be tested by placing a small 
piece of polish* d. marble In n pot In 
which a plant Is set nnd covering It 
with earth

marblo w HI bo found to have been cor- 
roded by tho continuous action ot this 
acid.
